LAND GRANT FORFEIIU&E BILL. 



it Come* Up far ntaeaaslwa In the House. 
But the Temperature ef tbe Hall Urivaa 
Many Members to Seek m Cdoler Plaee. 

Nf niitr TrniiHiictlons — Other Informa- 
tion from the National Cairltal. 

WAMHhv«»To.v, July 18.— The house 
f esterday immediately after the reading 
of the journal went into oommittee of 
the whole on the land grant forfeiture 
bill. Me- rs. M. liae. of Av:<,insas; .Mr. 
Cobb and Mr. I'ayson, of .ilmois. ili->- 
cussed the measure, but owiug to the 
mtense heat i>i the hall of the house a 
majority of the members repaired to 
the lobbies, and but little attention was 
paid to the discussion. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, offered an 
amendment forfeiting <railroad lands not 
earned at the time limited by the grant- 
ing acts. Lost—):? to 58. 

On motion of Mr. Herbert, of Ala- 
bama, an amendment was adopted pro- 
viding that cash entries heretofore per- 
mitted within the grant to the Alabama 
and Florida or Mobile and (iirard rail- 
roads be validated and patents iasued to 
purchaser, provided the government 
retains the purchase money. 

An amendment of Mr. Holman to for- 
feit land not earned within the time 
limit of the granting acts, was lost— 
to 79. 

There' was some debate over an 
amendment of Mr. McCrae, of Arkan- 
sas, providing for suits agsinst persons 
holding lauds opposite to constructed 
portions of railroads not constracted 
within the time specified in the granting 
act. During the debate Mr, Bvnum, or 
Indiana.critizi6edMr.Csnnon,of Illinois, 
for having a personal colloquy with Mr. 
Honk, of Tennessee, omitted' from the 
record, when he (Cannon) had once pro- 
teatrd against mutilation of the record. 

Mr. Utnnon explained that the col- 
kiquv with Mr. Houk waa pmrrty per- 
sonal and concerned no one else. The 
protest he had once made was against 
the omission <4 s colloquy between him- 
self and Mr. Bynnm without his con- 
sent. 

Mr. Bynnm denied that he bad cut 
anything out of the record and said he 
had simnlr mads s ststsmsnt nors defi- 
nite. 

Mr. Houk made sonw explanation of 

the omission from The Record. The 
McRae amendment was rejected — 72 to 
Vfti^d^ye.^bill was reported to the 
house.

It is said that more than one hundred 
of the good citizens of HuiTison county 
have entered into such an organization, 
and that when thev get positive proof 
that any one has been connected with 
the \Mtite Can outragea they will seiss 
him and la.sh him as immercifully as hs 
has helped to do others. 

They will then require him to warn 
all who have been connected with him 
that .similar treatment will be dealt out 
to them if their outrages are continued. 

It is purposed to employ skilled de* 
tectives to run down tne W hite Caps, 
That such a state of affairs should exist 
is a disgrace and a shame to the peopls 
of the whole state.
